would seek a third term. 


With Wednesday noon the final hour 


for qualifying to participate in the 
democratic primary elections August 
13 and 27, no word was forthcoming 
from three others mentioned as possi- 
ble candidates for governor. They are 
Governor Carl E. Bailey, former Con- 
gressman John L. McCIellan of Cam- 
den, and Lieutenant Governor Bob 
Bailey of Russellville.

' Hitler's attack through Holland and Belgium follows much the same 
plan the Germans used in 1914 on the Western Front, except that the 
1940 model includes Holland. The map above shows the strategy ot 
1914 based on an .elaborate plan drawn .up by Count Schlieffen, then 
chief of the Gcjinnn general staff. Sclilieffcn's plan concentrated the 
German forces on the western wing, to' carry out a gigantic Scythe move- ; 
ment with five armies through • Belgium and2 northern France. The

Holland and Belgium are flat, far 


more free of natural barriers than 
the French frontier. The kaiser took 
this northern route in 1914. He spared 
the Dutch, but completely surprised 
the weak Belgian army, blew up its 
fortsawith new heavy artillery. 


Both Belgium and Holland 


Ready 


Today Hitler tackles Dutch and 


Belgians both. Although both are ful- 
ly warned, strongly fortified and have 
—Belgium especially—good armies to- 
taling a potential 1,500,000. 


They are weakest in the air with 


perhaps a thousand planes of dif- 
ferent types combined. Germany has 
a superiority in the air over the al- 
lies in the west of 3 to 2 or even great- 
er. It is superiority enough to hamp- 
er British efforts to land troops by 
sea invnorthern Holland, although here 
the good Dutch navy will help. 


That, more than conquest of north- 


ern Holland, is the maximum German 
objective. 


Evidently the Nazis are trying to 


drive a spearhead between Holland 
and Belgium and with the Maas river 
as protection sweep out westward, 
flank the Maginot line and beat the 
allies in the field. This movement the 
Nazi air force is aiding by landing 
troops to seize the Dutch canals, flood- 
ing stations, and the Belgium rail-

| Some British units arc seasoned rc- 
i gulars. More are newer formations 
1 better fitted for holding quiet French 
sectors than for such open warfare 
as we shall now see, lighlning-Uke! 
in its rapidity, fearful in its demand 
on troops and especially on officers. I 


But the French are another story.' 


Theirs is the best army in Europe in 
organization, homogeneity, staff work 
and peace time training. The Nazis 
surpass it in equipment and in fight- 
ing experience. 


That experience was gained against 


undercquippcd Poland and 'unaware 
Norway. Now German strikes the real 
tiling. Her hope is not in her army 
plonc but in the air power that large- 
ly won those trial heats. On both 
she bases a prodigious gamble. 


If she seems to be winning, she 


probably counts on Mussolini join- 
ing in attacking France. The bomb- 
ing of Lyons and of Switzerland may 
be preparations or diversions. France 
may be squeezed in the pincers north 
and south or France and Britain, may 
counter-attack through the Balkans. 
Then, who knows what Russia will do 
and Japan? Armageddon has be- 
gun.

with definite allergies, and to them 
certain foods are toxic. These obyious- 
y should be avoided, A' physician 
should advise ,in such cases. But 
generally, were you to'avoid several 
oods because they were "toxic," you 
would run the danger of di'et defic- 
ency which might r.esult in troubles 
much worse than sensitivity or al- 
ergy.

ormally, tomatoes and citrus 


ruits do not cause an "acid con- 
ditipp." The acids in these foods are

er, in a barrel and pour in the caus- 
ic soda. The action of water upon 
he caustic .soda generates sufficient 
leat to dissolve^ the arsenic which 
hould be poured1 in slowly (to prevent 
jjaining over ''and' "thus preventing 
possible scalding" and scattering of the 
x>ison) as soon as the water be- 
fins to steam. ?Stir vigorouly with a 
wooden paddle until-the mixture cools. 
!f all the arsenic' has not disolved, 
leat until it goes into solution, but 
if done corectly all the arsenic should 
disolve the first time. If a little 
whiting is added to this solution it 
will be easy to tell which trees have 
been treated. 


Both the arsenic and the caustic 


soda are exceedingly piosonous and 
great care should be ^ taken not to in- 
hale, or swallow any of the dust or 
fumes arising when "the preparation 
is being.made. Do not prepare this 
compound In any vessels that may 
afterward be used in the house or foi 
feeding stock, and it should not b 
left where irresponsible persons o 
stock' can have access to it. Stocl 
should not be turned into the fieli 


vhere it has been used until rains 
lave washed away all the poison. 
To 'use the preparation, cut gashes 
hrough the bark in the trunk of the 
ree. The cuts should be made shal- 
ow, just into the sapwood and close 
enough so there will be a ring of 
poison around the tree. Make the cuts 
so they will retain the poison in- 
stead of permitting it to run down 
the trunk. A large spoonful of liquid 
should be poured into each cut. An 
old teakettle with a long spout is a 
satisfactory vessel to use in applying 
it to the tree. 


Generally it is used during the 


early part "of the growing season bu 
some claim it to be most effective i; 
used in the early fall. The solution 
tends to become less effective if kep 
longer than six months. If kept in an 
air-tight container, however, it wil 
retain its strength much longer. 


The species of trees which seem 


most susceptible to the poison are th 
hard-woods, including elms, maples 
oaks, locusts, and ash. Gums, per 
immon Hickories, pines and cotton 
wood are less liable to be killed.
